Report Dr. Ralph St. John Brooks, Secretary- 
General. 


meeting the Permanent International Com- 
mission was held Hotel Quitandinha, Petropolis, 
Thursday, 24th August 1950, a.m. The 
following were present:

The Chair- 
man welcomed Dr. Christian Klimt, the dele- 
gate WHO, and regretted that Dr. Establier, the 
representative UNESCO, who had also been in- 
vited attend, was unable present. 

The Secretary stated that subsequent the 
close the Fourth International Congress for 
Microbiology (Copenhagen 1947) the International 
Association Microbiologists (IAMB) was ad- 
mitted the [Xth. General Assembly the 
International Union Biological Sciences 
(Copenhagen 1947), the Microbiological Section 
that body. Recently, the request the Secre- 
tary-General IUBS, the Secretary had prepared 
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three-year report the work the Section, 
which had been presented for publication the 
Xth. General Assembly IUBS (Stockholm, 
July 1950). This report, well the minutes 
the two sectional meetings the IAMB which 
were held Stockholm that time, were put 
before the meeting. The IAMB was represented 
Bunker (representing Sir Alexander Fleming), Prof. 
Roger Heim, Prof. Carl Kling, Prof. Gunnar Olin, 
Dr. John Ramsbottom with Dr. Ralph St. John- 
Brooks, Secretary-General. 

The Secretary then read the provisional Statutes 
the IAMB, which had been drawn the 
Drafting Committee, appointed Copenhagen, 
consisting Sir Alexander Fleming, Dr. Lépine 
and Prof. Mudd, finally amended and presented 
and approved the Xth. General Assembly 
IUBS. After considerable discussion the amended 
provisional Statutes were approved and Com- 
mittee five persons was duly elected study 
and examine the Statutes and report relavant 
alterations proposed the Sixth Inter- 
national Congress for Microbiology. The Commit- 
tee members elected were Prof. Sir Alexander 
Fleming, Prof. Fonseca, Prof. Kluyver, 
Prof. Stuart Mudd, Prof. Penso with the Secre- 
tary, officio. 

the request the Chairman, the Secretary 
then read extract from the Proceedings the 
Copenhagen Congress, relative the invitation 
the Italian Delegation hold the next Congress 
Rome 1953. also read letter had received 
from Dr. Lorenzo Vilas containing offer from 
the Society Spanish Microbiologists hold 
Congress Spain the same year. Owing, how- 
ever, the lamented death Prof. Juan Marcilla, 
the Spanish Delegation withdrew their invitation 
for 1953 but hoped that would possible 
hold Congress Spain 1956. 

The Argentine Delegation, through their repre- 
sentative Prof. Bachmann, also extended invi- 
tation hold Congress Buenos Aires 1956, 
which they thought would keeping with the 
tradition holding alternate Congresses the old 
and the new world. The Italian invitation 
hold the next Congress Rome 1953 was ac- 
cepted acclamation. was understood that the 
Congress would held during the first two weeks 
September 1953. 

The request from IUBS postpone the next 
Congress until 1954 was negatived the grounds 
that such action would contrary the consti- 
tution the IAMB and that Congresses already 
scheduled for 1953 did not interfere technically 
with the field Microbiology. 

Dr. Klimt, representing the World Health Or- 
ganization, extended invitation the Inter- 
national Assocation Microbiologists apply for 
Official relationship with WHO. shortly out- 
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lined the privileges connected with official relation- 
ship, being principally the right represented 
every relevant meeting organized WHO, 
make suggestions for the agenda the World 
Health Assembly (WHA), submit memoran- 
dum the Director General and receive all 
relevant documentation. Dr. Klimt further ex- 
plained the new system Expert Advisory Panels 
developed his division under the directorship 
Dr. Biraud. These Panels were being established 
all fields which WHO active and serve 
assemble authoritative opinion either corres- 
pondence Expert Committee Meetings, for 
which the participants would chosen from the 
Panel members and convened WHO’s expense. 
The help IAMB was needed for the formation 
these Panels. For further clarification their 
functions copies the Provisional Regulations 
governing their establishment were distributed. 

was moved Prof. Lépine that the Commis- 
sion should accept the invitation extended Dr. 
Klimt behalf the World Health Organization 
apply for official relationship with WHO. This 
motion was seconded Prof. Penso and carried 
unanimously. Prof. Penso proposed that request 
submitted the Executive Board the World 
Health Organization for unification procedures 
for postal shipment biological samples (bac- 
teriological cultures and virus specimens) through- 
out the world. This motion was carried unani- 
mously. 

The Secretary the Permanent Commission— 
Dr. St. John-Brooks—was unanimously elected 
serve that capacity, under the Statutes, for 
further three years period. 

the motion Dr. Lépine was decided 
acclamation send telegram Prof. Jules 
Bordet congratulating him his 80th. anniversary. 

vote thanks the Brazilian Government, 
the Organizing Committee and all Brazilian 
workers who had taken part preparing this most 
successful Congress was proposed Sir Alexander 
Fleming, seconded Prof. Mudd and carried 
acclamation. 

The proceedings then terminated.
